DENVER, Colo. (P-O)—A di- 
vorced Catholic man’s attempt 
to force his former Catholic wife, 
now converted to Judaism, to 
send their adopted daughter to 
a parochial school created a test 
case this week for the courts. 

THE FORMER husband, a 
Denver department store execu- 
tive, asked Denver District Court 
to enter an order directing that 
the 5-year-old child be schooled 
in a local Catholic institution. 

Judge Harry Sayre asked at- 
torneys for both sides to submit 
briefs within 20 days. 

The attorneys agreed there is 
no precedent for the legal issue 
in Colorado law. They also said 
they could fina no Supreme Court 
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ruling on the same set of facts 
in any state, 

PRINCIPALS IN the unique 
case, who are all prominent in 
business and social circles of 
Denver, are: 

Francis X. Wieck, 41, the for- 
mer husband, a devout Catholic 
and the controller of the Denver 
outlet of the May Co. depart- 
ment store chairt. 

Mrs. Theresa K. Messinger, 32, 
the former Mrs. Wieck and 
daughter of a Denver executive 
of investment and laundry com- 
panies. A former Catholic, she 
was converted to Orthodoxy Aug. 
11. Her relatives are prominent 
in Denver Catholic activities. 

Anne Marie Wieck who was 
born Catholic and was adopted 
by the Wiecks in 1955 when she 
was 11 months old. She was 
placed in the custody of the 
adopting mother at the time of 
the 1957 divorce. 

Paul Messinger, 36, engineer 
with a Denver-based oil com- 





























pany, who married the former 
Mrs. Wieck last Aug. 25, shortly 
after she converted to his Jew- 
ish faith. 

Prominent Colorado attorneys 
are representing each side. But 
ironically, a Catholic lawyer is 
advocating the Jewish woman’s 
cause and a Jewish lawyer is 
pushing the Catholic man’s case. 
IN FACT, Anthony F. Zarlen- 
go, the Catholic lawyer and a 
former deputy district attorney, 
is opposing the parochial school 
move while he himself and all 
his four children are the prod- 
ucts of Catholic schools. 

Ira C. Rothberger Jr., who is 
Jewish and the son of a former 
Denver judge, is contending that 
the mother agreed to raise the 
child as a Catholic at the time 
of adoption and that the court 
should enforce that agreemenx. 
Judge Sayre, a 34-year-old fa- 
ther of two small daughters, is 
Catholic. 

Mrs. Messinger is an attractive 
brunette strikingly similar in ap- 
pearance to Elizabeth Taylor. 
SHORTLY AFTER her di- 
vorce, Mrs. Messinger became 
deeply interested in Judaism. 
She attended various services for 
some time and then began an 
intensive six-month period of in- 
struction from Rabbi Daniel 
Goldberger of Beth Joseph Syna- 
gogue. 

Early this month as the child 
reached kindergarten age, the 
former husband petitioned the 
court to require the mother to 
enroll Anne Marie in St. Mary’s 
Academy in south Denver. He 
offered to pay all expenses. 
Attorney Rothberger said the 
issue is “vital” with Wieck be-

MRS. MESSINGER meanwhile 
had decided to enter the child jp 
Denver public schools, Anne 
Marie began kindergarten Classe

‘First It’s Jewish Artists and Musicians,

WASHINGTON, D. C.—(P.O) 
_One of the well-kept secrets 
of the Soviet Embassy is how 
many... if any . Russian 
Jews there are in the official 
party traveling with Soviet Pre- 
mier Nikita S. Khrushchev. 


OFFICIAL REACTION to 
such an inquiry ranges from a 
coldly polite, “There may be 
some; however, we have no 
such information,” to an abrupt 
and resentful, “I do not know. 
We are all Russians.” 

Persistence in this line of 
questioning is obviously embar- 
rassing and uncomfortable for 
those Soviet officials and mem- 
bers of the Khrushchev party, 
including journalists, to whom it 
is directed. The refusal to re- 
spond with any information ap- 
pears to be the Russian version 
of the 5th Amendment, “T re- 
fuse to answer on the grounds 
that they may eliminate me.” 


THE SOVIET information of- 
ficer on the Soviet press bus ad- 
mitted that there might be a Jew 
among the Russian journalists, 
“But we hardly know each other, 
so I can’t tell.” 





However, this stranger among 
strangers, knew such intimate 


details as to where children of 
the journalists were _ schooled, 
spent their summers, and other 
personal notes that he did not 
hesitate to reveal and even vol- 
unteer. But who among the Rus- 
sians might be a Jew was def- 
initely taboo. 


THE P&O asked one Soviet 
journalist with an_ obviously 
Jewish name if he happened to 
be Jewish. He replied, “Not ex- 
actly.” Asked to explain, he ad- 
ded, “Well, I am only half-Jew- 
ish by reason of birth, but I do 
not consider myself Jewish.” 


KHRUSHCHEV’S answer to a 
query on the status of the Jew- 
ish minority and discrimination 
against Jews within the Soviet 
Union proved to be the response 
usually given by the disavowing 
anti-Semite of any country; but 
instead of saying “some of my 
best friends are Jews,” the So- 
viet leader said in effect, “Some 
of our best scientists are Jew- 
ish.” He noted, “. . . among the 
persons who. took foremost part 
in the launching of the rocket 
to the moon, the representatives 
of the Jewish people hold a place 
of honor.” 


LAST YEAR, when this re- 
porter asked the Soviet Minister 
of Culture Georgi Zhukov to 
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comment on reports of Soviet! 
persecution of Jewish and other 
minorities in his country, he not- 
ed that “some of Russia’s finest 
musicians and artists were 
Jews.” At the U.N., Foreign Min- 
ister Mikoyan, asked the same 
question by another journalist, 
boasted that some of the best |

PEW yORK—One of the most 
jmpressive aspects of the flour- 
ishing Jewish communities in the 
United States is the magnificent 
new temples which have been 
erected throughout the land.

num. 

How cleverly 
the religious 
é and historical 
Alpert themes are in- 
jerpreted in the architecture, in 
jhe stained glass windows or tn 
the symbolic murals. Truly these 
puildings are Monuments of 
which the Jewish community 
may well be pr oud, They stand 
as vivid and striking evidence. 
for all the non-Jewish world to 
eee, that Jews are deeply and 
devoutly devoted to the faith of 
their fathers. 


































The great and splendid new 
temples are put to good use, I 
pm given to understand. They 
ste filled to overflowing not only 










on the High Holy Days. Weekly 
Friday evening services also draw 
capacity congregations — I al- 
most said audiences, The mod- 
ern, stainless steel] kitchens and 
the brighily decorated: dining 
rooms are ablaze with light and 
festive celebration almost every 
day of the week. 


WEDDINGS, Bar Mitzvas and 
similar events are now held in 
the temple, as befits the nature 
of the occasion, rather than in 
ihe downtown hotels. 

The adjoining Hebrew School 
is well provided with all that 
is requested according to the 
Jast word in modern pedagogy. 
Come to visit, and hear wha* 
these youngsters are learning 
trom their well-trained teachers 

In community after community 
I have seen the same picture— 
and I was tremendously im- 
pressed until stories began to 
reach me indicating that some- 
thing unhealthy was occuring in 
connection with this great tem- 
ple building boom. 


FROM EAST and from North 
and from Midwest the same 
stories, in varying forms, have 
reached me, and they give me 
pause to consider if all is as wel) 


as it appears. Or perhaps I have 
not been in the United States 
long enough to appreciate and 
evaluate and understand al] that 
1 see and hear. 


What is it that disturbs me? 
For the sake of convenience I 
offer a composite of the accounts 
that have been given me; in this 
form it could have happened in 
any one of a dozen communities 
or more, and in a thousand cases 
—or many more. 

Like so many other young Jew- 
ish couples the Rubins began to 
think seriously of affiliating with 
a temple when their two children 
reached school age. In any event. 
they had never considered them- 
selves rooted anywhere unti] the 
5-year mortgage made it possi- 
ble for them to take over a house 
in suburbia. Their family income 
is most modest, and their scale 
of Jiving is equally modest. Their 
1853 car is perhaps an accurate 
index to their economic standing 
se far as I can judge such stand- 
ards. 


THE BIG temple erected not 
far from their home was their 
natura] choice—natural] both be- 
cause it was closest, and because 
its schoo] had a good name. The 








Rubins wanied their children to 
get a good Jewish education. Dis- 
creet inquiries had - reassured 
them that the annual dues and 
the iuition payments required 
were not out of line with what 
they could afford. 

Imagine their consternation, 
however, when they were polite 
ly but firmly told by officials in 
the temple office that they would 
first have to pay or pledge $1,000 
to the temple’s building fund. 
After all, somebody has to pav 
for the glittering shrine, and 
what is more fair than that itt 
should be use the 
building. 

The couple was shocked, $1,009 
Was an enormous sum to them 
After Jong and sérious consider- 
ation they mustered up the cour- 
age to offer $500, payable cver 
five years, but were informed

If you want to know why Zionism as a movement 
is a failure in the United States, then consider Golda 
Meir’s call to American Jewish youth to go to Israel to 
help in the upbuilding of the land. 


ALMOST AT THE very time Israel’s foreign min- 
ister was making her appeal, the two major U. S. Zionist 
organizations were holding their conventions. 

At one, that of the Zionist organization of America, 
the president issued a pathetic plea for aliya, but made 
no recommendations and arranged for no place on his 
cenvention program for a serious discussion of this need. 
At the other convention, that of Hadassah, the word aliya 
is verboten. 


IS IT THAT GOLDA Meir is whacky and doesn’t 
know what she is saying, and is her boss, Ben-Gurion 
equally unacquainted with American Jewry, that at every 
opportunity he seeks to infuriate them by issuing the 
same call for aliya as did Golda Meir, but in much more 
urgent words? 

Aliya from the U. S. at this point can not hope to be 
ether than a minor voice in the choral symphony that 
makes up American Jewry. But that it is not even that, 
is the tragedy 

THE BANKRUPTCY of American Zionism is that it 
had allowed this cardinal plank in the Zionist platform to 
disappear of neglect. When Zionist was robbed of its fund- 
raising activities, while it itself lost its revolutionary fire 
which called for aliya, its usefulness to all intents and 
purposes was practically ended. Every philanthropic and 
political work of the American Zionist movement has been 
preempted by other broader and consequently more effec- 
tive agencies. 

In another ten years, the decline of American Zion- 
ism will be even more startling than that that has taken 
place in the past ten years unless the old role of the 
movement with new interpretations is captured again. 

THINK WHAT A power the Zionist Organization of 
America might be in the U. S. Jewish community today 
it it had prosecuted vigorously a successful movement of 
hundreds of American to Israel going there as pioneers 
and _ nation-builders. 

Every other role played by the ZOA could be dropped 
in its entirety and this one alone—of a sturdy aliya move- 
ment—would have enshrined the organization and any 
of its leaders in the highest Jewish places as molders not 
only of a strong American contingent in Israel, but of 
reinvigorating the American Jewish scene. The bridge that 
our rabbis and lecturers like to talk about so glibly would 
have been automatically constructed and the fructification 
of both [sraeli and American Jewish communities would 
have ensured the survival of both as creative entities, part 
cf a common Jewish march to greater heights. 


THE TIME IS late, but never too late. 
_ Why not convene a serious conference on American 
aliya next spring? 
Who will seize the opportunity? 


REBUKE THESE ISRAELIS! 


The episode of the Israeli performers perfectly con- 
tent, and even persistent in their rights, to profane the 
Jewish High Holidays, to violate Rosh Hashana and Yom 
Kippur is a good lesson for us all. 

FORTUNATELY, ISRAELIS in America sensing the 
incipient outrage such actions would inevitably call forth, 
persuaded Israelis in Israel to act to avoid the occurrence. 

What human beings do—especially groups of them— 
show more clearly than all the disavowals in the diction- 
ary, how they feel. 

THE ISRAELI performers—and Mr. Leon Leonidoff, 
the conductor at the Radio City Music Hall, who told The 
POST and OPINION (P-O, Sept. 18) that the show must 
go on, deserve some kind of rebuke. 

We hope that our readers, if not all Jews, will show 
their resentment by boycotting the show. 
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It was possible formerly to judge interest 
and augury for success of drives for funds 
on the basis of national Jewish conventions 
of the agencies. Today this kind of yardstick 
is no longer valid. 


THE NATIONAL convention of the Israel 
bond organization in Chicago last weekend 
or the annual conference of the United Jewish 
Appeal in New York last winter are good 
examples of a change in American Jewish 
organizational life. 

Whereas the annual convention of the 
UJA only a decade ago used to be a battle 
of giants where leaders of local Jewish com- 
munities from all over the U. S. hammered 
out the logistics—such as the goal— of the 
annual drive, the current ones are. quiet, or- 
derly affairs where you hear inspiring speeches 
and are told what you must do. 

THE BOND CONFERENCE this past 
weekend heard glowing reports of the suc- 
cessful sale this year, with practically every 
major U S. Jewish community going over 
the 1958 mark—some even as much as doubl- 
ing what they did last year. But if you looked 
for more than a sparse few delegates or so 
from Miami, or St. Louis, or New York, or 
Los Angeles, you could hardly find them. 

Yet these are cities where big jncreases 
were reported for the first 812 months of 
1959. 

THE ANSWER IS that our professionals 
are such smooth operators that the bond sales 
will total over $50 million every year, if 
mainly by the smart handling of well-oiled 
professional machines. 

Don’t think the leadership of the bond and 
the UJA drives don’t know this. 

At Chicago, Dr. Schwartz attributed the 
jump in sales this year to the addition of 
new blood to the bond organization. He listed 
some ot these people—but where were they 
and their followers? The banquet Saturday 
night in Chicago at which Golda Meir and 
Levi Eshkol spoke was a sell-out, but these 
were Chicagoans principally with perhaps a 
few hundred of bond delegates from other 
parts of the U. S. 


THE FACTS AS outlined here do not de- 
tract from those whose devotion to helping 
others still bring them out to conventions, 
people whose business interests are such that 
their time is extremely valuable, who 
think nothing of travelling weeks and months 
for the cause closest to their: hearts. But 
whereas these were formerly in the hundreds, 
now they are a handful. Sam Rothberg, Julian 
Venezky, Ira Guilden, Sam Daroff, Larry 
Laskey, and another handful or two. 

Maybe the true story is elsewhere—that 
the local Jewish communities are so well or- 
ganized that they no longer need the inspir- 
ation of a national conference. And maybe 
the story is that local people have learned 
that decisions are something that are no longer 
made at a national convention of a fund-rais- 
ing organization. 


THESE NO DOUBT are 
overall picture. 

But these only support our argument that 
the professionals now manipulate the com- 
munities so well that it is no longer neces- 
sary or possible to use as a criterion for suc- 
cess what happens at a national conference. 

The next time you read where this chair 
or this page takes our professionals to task 
for stooping to some unethical gimmick in 
order to achieve their goal don’t forget to 
remind us of this chair in which we doff our 
hat so to speak to the devoted professionals

0B Neo of the first page of 
your issue of Sept. 11 you gave 
unusual prominence to the bingo 
problem. 

RABBI KIRSHBLUM’S moral 
conscience seems to be outraged 
and he exclaims with great fer- 


.vor that no religious institution 


deserves to exist that must de- 
pend upon bingo for its revenue. 
Rabbi Kirshblum’s ‘ex cathedra” 
statement, in my humble opin- 
jon, requires some scrutiny. 

There is no doubt that any re- 
ligious leader worth his salt will 
strongly disapprove of such 
means of raising funds for sacred 
purposes. However, it appears to 
me that we do not apply such 
rigid moral standards to many 
other activities conducted in 
houses of worship.

It is not bingo that is the chiet 
issue, It is the entire social and 
moral structure of many con- 
gregations that should arouse our 
meditation in this season of Tesh- 
uvah.

Hebrew on TV Gets Big Reception

I read with interest your July 


10 issue wherein there appears 
the story “Requests by Non-Jews 
to Learn Hebrew Swamp Small 
Town Rabbi.” 

THIS PAST spring our district 
conducted an experimental course 
in Hebrew over the Pittsburgh 
Educational TV Station WQED.

Jewish education in America is 


on the move. 

Magnificent new Hebrew 
«hools incorporating the most 
Modern equipment are mush- 
Tooming all over the United 
States. Better pay is attracting 
Professional teacher and princi- 
Pals. Our schools are filled to 
overflowing with students eager 
for a Jewish education. 


TWO OUT of the three major 
Iligious divisions have their own 
textbook publishing programs. 
These ventures are supported by 
public funds and their express 
Purpose is to publish materials 
for the betterment of Jewish ed- 
weation. These publishing depart- 


aa ™ents are intimately intertwined 










‘With the educational departments 
Which sets curriculum policy for 
tts member schools. 

In other words, the very same 
hands which derive a profit from 
the sale of its books are also 

very same people who re- 





commend texts for inclusion in 
educational programs. 

IF WE examine carefully these 
published curriclua, you will no- 
tice that all books suggested as 
the master text are always pub- 
lished by the sponsoring organ- 
ization. Never are any of their 
books an alternate choice. 

Never is a text by a private 
publisher good enough as the 
master text if the organization 
has a competing text. As a sop 
they will recommend other books 
as supplementary texts and re- 
legate them to the back of the 
cirriculum or the bottom of the 
page. Which rabbi or principal 
wants to use a second-rate text? 

THE PURPOSE of a religious 
organization is to provide an ed- 
ucational program for its pupils 
based on the best materials avail- 
able, regardless of who derives a 
royalty or profit from its sale. 

A program which has a finan- 
cial stake running into tens of 
thousands of dollars in profits 





cannot have a dynamic, progres- 
sive and honest curriculum. It 1s 
financially bound to its invest- 
ment and like a parasite which 
never leaves its host while it 
still breathes, it will never stop 
recommending its own texts even 
though better books are avail- 
able. 


THERE CANNOT be a more 
obvious example of the utter 
disregard of student welfare than 
the textbook Torah Li published 
by the Union of American He- 
brew Congregations. 

This is the ‘only text recom- 
mended in the Reform curricu- 
lum for the teaching of humosh. 
Less than 10° per cent of the 
Reform affiliated schools use this 
text as part of their curriculum 
Nonetheless this is the only hu- 
mosh text recommended. 


THERE ARE at least five books 
on the market available from five 
different publishers for the teach- 
ing ‘of humosh. 





There is only one conclusion 
—the profit aspects of the pub- 
lishing program outweight the 
educational] benefits. 

THIS DELIBERATE disregard 
for the public welfare went s9 


far as to bar responsible Jewish’ 


publishers, who had competing 
texts, from a recent Conservative 
educational conclave which was 
being held at a Catskill resort. 

Just imagine censoring the ed- 
ucators and barring competing 
texts at a meeting where respon- 
sible professional pedagogucs 
were conferring on how to im- 
prove education in their respec- 
tive schools. 


IN DEFENSE of the educators, 
1 would like to say that this was 
not their idea. They were there 
with honest and sincere inten- 
tions to discuss ways and means 
to improve Jewish education. 


We must restore the free dem- 


ocratic process to Jéwish’ educa-|' 





tion. All books must be judged 
fairly and without prejudice. The 
only criteria for selecting a book 
should be on the basis of what it 
can contribute to Jewish educa- 
tion. 


Better Hebrew texts are now 
available. A better curriculum 
can be devised using these so- 
called secondary texts. The 
means for improving Jewish edue 
cation are available. 


For the sake of Judaism and 
of the parents who place their 
children in our trust, let’s restore 
competition to Jewish education 
and may the best text win.
